NOTICES  REGARDING  MEAT  INSPECTION. 

THE    IDENTIFICATION,    STORAGE,    AND    HANDLING    OF    CARCASSES,    QUARTERS,     AND 
PARTS  FOR  CANNING  AS  SECOND  GRADE,  CLASS,  OR  QUAUTY,  STERILIZED. 

In  order  that  carcasses,  quarters,  and  parts  passed  for  lard  or  for  tallow  may  be 
canned  as  second  grade,  class,  or  quality,  sterilized,  1)1  lieu  of  being  rendered  into 
lard  or  tallow,  it  is  permissible  to  store  such  carcasses,  quarters,  and  parts  in  the  estab- 
lishment where  the  animals  are  slaughtered,  or  to  transfer  them  in  cars  or  wagons 
under  bureau  seals  between  official  establishments  at  the  same  or  different  oflicial 
stations  for  storage. 

Each  carcass  and  quarter  for  such  storage  or  transfer  shall  first  be  branded  with  the 
appropriate  ink  brand  "passed  for  lard"  or  "passed  for  tallow."  Parts  of  carcasses, 
such  as  pork  tongues,  beef  and  pork  cheek  meats,  etc.,  which  are  of  such  character 
and  size  that  they  can  not  be  branded,  shall  be  placed  in  containers  bearing  the  appro- 
priate mark  above  indicated.  In  addition  to  the  marking  above  specified,  to  each 
such  carcass,  quarter,  and  container  there  shall  be  securely  affixed  a  "  U.  S.  retained  " 
tag  for  identification.  * 

Such  carcasses  may  be  cut  and  boned,  and  jwrtions  thereof  disposed  of  without 
delay  by  rendering  into  lard  or  tallow.  The  ojierations  involved  shall  be  conducted 
in  the  manner  specified  by  the  inspector  in  charge  to  insure  that  there  will  be  no  error 
in  the  final  disposal  of  the  various  parts.  Such  carcasses,  quarters,  and  parts  may  be 
placed  in  freezers  or  in  pickle  or  dry  salt,  and  sliall  be  stored  separate  from  other  meats 
in  rooms  or  comjiartments  equipped  for  secure  locking  and  be  held  luider  bureau  lock. 

The  cars  and  wagons  in  Avhich  such  products  are  transferred  shall  not  contain  any 
other  class  of  product,  and  for  each  consignment  there  shall  be  duly  issued  and  for- 
warded a  copy  of  the  proper  form  (either  109-F  or  109-C)  changed  to  show  that  the 
product  is  for  sterilization.  Upon  arrival  at  destination  such  products  shall  be  un- 
loaded and  stored  under  bureau  supervision. 

When  advance  notice  of  intended  shipment  or  expected  receipt  of  such  products 
is  considered  necessary  in  order  that  the  loading  and  sealing,  the  breaking  of  seals,  and 
unloading  and  storage  may  be  given  proper  attention,  inspectors  in  charge  will  re- 
quire of  the  official  establishment  that  such  notice  be  given  them.  The  bureau  should 
be  promptly  informed  if  there  is  failure  on  the  part  of  any  establishment  to  meet 
satisfactorily  all  requirements  relative  to  the  handling,  identification,  shipment,  and 
storage  of  such  products.  In  case  a  consignment  fails  to  arrive  at  destination  within 
a  reasonable  time,  the  inspector  in  charge  should  call  upon  the  consignee  to  ascertain 
the  cause  of  the  delay  and  take  whatever  action  may  be  necessary  in  the  premises. 
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Each  official  station  shall  main  tarn  a  record  of  the  number,  kind,  and  weight  of 
such  carcasses,  quarters,  and  parts  stored,  shipped,  and  received  for  storage;  also  a 
record  of  the  car  numbers  and  initials,  the  date  of  shipment  and  of  receipt,  and  the 
numbers  of  the  bureau  seals  attached. 

Such  carcasses,  quarters,  and  parts  which  are  found  to  be  sound  upon  reinspection 
and  •which  are  not  rendered  uito  lard  or  tallow  sliall  be  canned,  sterilized,  and  labeled 
in  accordance  with  the  proATsions  of  Regulation  15,  B.  A.  I.  Order  211,  if  intended 
for  food  purposes. 

Each  official  establishment  which  desires  to  can  such  products  should  submit, 
through  the  inspector  in  charge,  to  the  Washington  office,  a  written  statement 
setting  forth  in  detail  how  it  is  proposed  to  conduct  the  work  throughout,  how  it  is 
proposed  to  handle  the  carcasses,  quarters,  and  i^arts  prior  to  canning,  what  methods 
of  curing  or  other  processing  will  be  employed,  and  also  how  the  actual  canning  opera- 
tions and  labelmg  will  be  conducted,  m  order  that  the  meats  may  be  constantly 
identified  and  that  they  may  be  kept  separate  from  other  products  untU  canned  and 
labeled. 

Official  establishments  should  promptly  submit,  through  the  inspector  in  charge, 
copies  of  the  labels  which  they  propose  to  use  upon  cans  of  the  product  in  question. 

USE  OF  BUREAU  BRANDING  INK  RESTRICTED. 

On  account  of  the  present  commercial  conditions  wliich  restrict  and  tlireaten  to 
make  unavailable  the  supply  of  material  used  in  manufacturing  bureau  branding  ink, 
it  is  very  important  that  the  strictest  economy  be  observed  in  the  use  of  such  ink. 
Inspectors  in  charge  ai'e  directed  to  impress  on  all  bureau  employees  and  others  within 
their  jurisdiction  who  use  or  handle  this  ink  the  importance  of  utilizing  it  to  the  best 
possible  advantage  without  waste. 

Owing  to  this  emergency,  it  is  necessarj^  to  discontinue  furnishing  ink  for  establish- 
ment brands  applied  to  hams,  bacons,  and  shoulders,  and  to  require  that  burn  brand- 
ing or  some  other  approved  method  be  employed  in  appljdng  to  these  primal  parts 
any  marks  which  the  establislunent  desires  to  affix  thereto  but  which  are  not  required 
by  the  regulations.  For  this  purpose  inspectors  in  charge  will  temporarily  permit  the 
use  of  an  ink  composed  of  a  mixture  of  pure  lampblack,  grain  alcohol,  glucose,  and 
glyc^in  or  molasses.  This  permission  is  given  pending  a  laboratory  examination  of 
the  separate  ingredients  used  in  the  preparation  of  the  ink,  and  such  ingredients  should 
be  promptly  submitted  to  the  Washington  office  for  examination.  If  the  laboratory 
examination  shows  any  reason  for  terminating  this  permission,  inspectors  in  charge 
will  be  advised  accordingly.  If  any  establishment  desires  to  use  an  ink  composed 
of  ingredients  other  than  those  above  specified,  samples  of  the  sepai'ate  ingredients 
should  be  submitted  and  the  ink  should  not  be  used  until  permission  is  recei^'ed  from 
the  Washington  office. 

Until  further  order  brands  heretofore  applied  with  bureau  ink  to  burlap  and  other 
wrappers  should  be  applied  with  the  specified  lampblack  ink  or  other  approved  ink 
furnighed  by  the  establishment. 

THE   DISPOSAL   OF    CERTAIN    ORGANS    AND    PARTS    OF    CARCASSES    AFFECTED    WITH 

TUBERCULOSIS. 

In  response  to  inquiries  from  inspectors  regarding  the  disposal  of  organs  and  parts  of 
carcasses  affected  with  tuberculosis,  the  following  interpretation  of  clause  e,  rule  B, 
section  13,  regulation  13,  B.A.I.  Order  150.^  is  given  for  the  guidance  of  inspectors: 

Wlien  the  carcass  is  one  passed  for  food  and  the  lesions  in  the  thoracic  cavity  are 
slight  and  limited  to  the  thoracic  Ijonph  glands,  the  heart  may  be  passed,  but  the

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remainder  of  the  thoracic  viscera  shall  be  condemned.  "WTien,  in  a  carcass  passed 
for  food,  tlie  lesions  in  the  abdominal  Adscera  are  slight,  limited,  and  confined  to  the 
portal  Ijnnph  gland,  the  liver  and  gland  shall  be  condemned,  but  the  stomach  and  the 
caul  and  mesenteric  fats  may  be  passed  and  the  intestines  passed  for  use  as  casings. 
"Wlxen  the  lesions  in  the  abdominal  ca^•ity  of  a  carcass  passed  for  food  are  limited  to  the 
mesenteric  lymph  glands,  the  intestines  with  the  mesenteric  fat  should  be  condemned, 
while  the  other  abdominal  organs  and  fat  may  be  passed. 

ICE  USED  IN  THE  PREPARATION  OF  MEAT  FOOD  PRODUCTS. 

Inspectors  in  charge  are  instructed  to  report  to  the  chief  of  the  bureau  regarding  the 
ice  that  is  used  in  the  establishments  imder  their  supervision,  where  it  comes  in 
contact  with  meat  food  products.  In  case  the  ice  is  of  natural  origin,  a  statement 
should  be  made  as  to  the  source  of  the  supply  and  what  opportunities  exist  for  the 
pollution  of  the  stream  from  which  the  ice  is  obtained.  If  artificial  ice  is  being  used, 
a  full  report  should  be  made  regarding  the  source  of  the  water  from  which  the  ice  is 
prepared.  In  all  cases,  where  the  inspectors  are  in  doubt  regarding  the  purity  of 
the  ice,  a  sample  should  be  submitted  to  the  Washington  laboratory  for  analysis,  the 
sample  to  be  taken  in  the  following  manner: 

Procure  a  half-gallon  glass-stoppered  bottle,  clean  it  thoroughly,  then  sterilize  both 
bottle  and  stopper  in  steam  or  boiling  water.  (Sterilized  bottles  for  the  collection  of 
samples  will  be  supplied  by  the  Meat  Inspection  Division  upon  request.)  A  sample 
of  ice  should  be  taken  by  means  of  ice  tongs  which  have  been  previously  sterilized  in 
steam  or  boiling  water,  and  the  ice  placed  in  a  clean  bucket  or  other  receptacle  which 
has  also  been  previously  sterilized.  The  ice  is  allowed  to  melt,  and  the  resulting 
water  should  be  transferred  to  the  sterilized  bottle.  Great  care  should  be  taken  that 
nothing  touches  the  ice  that  has  not  been  properly  sterilized. 

All  samples  should  be  carefully  marked  for  identification,  and,  accompanied  by  a 
letter  of  description,  should  be  shipped  immediately  after  taking,  so  that  as  little  time 
as  possible  will  elapse  between  the  time  of  taking  and  the  receipt  of  the  sample  at  the 
laboratory. 

EXPORT  STAMPS  AND  CERTIFICATES  REQUIRED  FOR  SHIPMENTS  TO  CANADA. 

The  attention  of  inspectors  in  charge  is  called  to  the  fact  that  export  meat-inspection 
stamps  and  certificates  are  required  in  connection  ■with  each  consignment  of  meat  or 
meat  food  products  shipped  to  points  in  the  Dominion  of  Canada.

TEXAS-FEVER     QUARANTINE— LIST     OF     PLACES     WHERE 
CATTLE  MAY  BE  SHIPPED  FOR  DIPPING. 


SOUTHERN 


Reference  is  made  to  section  8  of  regulation  2  of  B.  A.  I.  Order  210,  "Regulations 
governing  the  interstate  movement  of  live  stock,"  effective  July  1,  1914.  In  addi- 
tion to  places  previously  published,  proper  dipping  facilities  have  been  provided 
by  the  Columbia  Stock  Yard  Co.,  Columbia,  S.  C,  and  the  Kansas  City  stock  yards, 
Kansas  City,  Mo.,  to  which  cattle  of  the  area  quarantined  on  account  of  splenetic, 
southern,  or  Texas  fever  may  be  shipped  for  dipping  and  subsequent  movement  for 
purposes  other  than  immediate  slaughter  in  accordance  witn  the  regulations. 

The  cattle  and  sheep  dipping  facilities  of  the  Bourbon  Stock  Yards,  Louis\-ille, 
Ky.,  recently  destroyed  by  fire,  have  been  rebuilt  and  are  now  ready  for  operation. 


REMOVAL     OF     PLACARDS     FROM     CARS     AFTER     CLEANING     AND 

DISINFECTION. 

It  is  reported  that  in  some  instances  the  "southern  cattle"  and  "exposed  to  hog 
cholera"'  placards  are  not  removed  from  cars  after  ha\ing  been  cleaned  and  disin- 
fected. The  attention  of  bureau  employees  is  invited  to  the  importance  of  removing 
such  placards,  as  well  as  F.  I.  Form  57  cards  at  the  time  the  F.  I.  Form  57-A  cards 
are  attached  showing  that  the  cleaning  and  disinfecting  has  been  accomplished. 


FIELD    INSPECTORS    TO    REPORT    ON    EXTERNAL    PARASITES    OF    LIVE 

STOCK. 

In  order  to  obtain  more  comprehensive  data  on  methods  of  treating  live  stock  for 
external  parasites,  such  as  ticks,  lice,  scab  mites,  etc.,  the  bureau  is  organizing  and 
extending  the  work  relating  to  field  inA'estigations  on  this  subject,  experimental 
dippings,  etc.     This  work  will  be  conducted  largely  through  the  inspectors  in  charge 
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at  the  various  field  ofiices  and  large  live-stock  centers,  with  whom  necessary  details 
will  be  taken  up  either  by  letter  or  through  personal  consultation  with  a  rej^re^enta- 
tive  of  the  bureau  having  general  charge  of  these  investigations. 

Each  employee  in  the  field  should  report  to  the  office  under  which  he  is  working 
anything  of  interest  which  he  may  observe  relative  to  external  ])arasites  or  their  treat- 
ment. Information  is  desired  as  to  the  prevalence  of  external  parasites  of  live  stock 
in  each  locality  where  the  bureau  is  working  or  from  whicii  shipments  are  received 
at  live-stock  centers.  To  facilitate  the  selection  of  locations  for  experiments  in  the 
treatment  of  various  kinds  of  parasites,  each  employee  should  advise  his  inspector 
in  charge  of  favorable  opportunities  for  such  work  in  the  locality  in  which  he  is  engaged. 
If  the  live-stock  interests  of  the  locality  in  which  an  inspector  is  working  desire  aid 
in  devising  methods  of  treatment  or  information  concerning  external  parasites  of  live 
stock,  he  shoidd  promptly  report  the  matter  to  his  inspector  in  charge. 


SUBSTANCE  PERMITTED  FOR  OFFICIAL  DIPPING. 

The  use  of  the  following-named  substance  is  permitted  by  the  department  in  the 
official  dipping  of  cattle  and  sheep  for  scabies: 

"  Upon  Honor  Lime-Sulphur  TFcts^,"  a  lime-and-sulphur  solution  manufactured  by 
the  Chicago  Paint  Works,  551  Washington  Boulevard,  Chicago,  111.  Dilutions  per- 
mitted: For  cattle,  1  gallon  dip  to  not  more  than  12^  gallons  of  water;  for  sheep,  1 
gallon  dip  to  not  more  than  17  gallons  of  water. 


HIRE  OF  AUTOMOBILES. 

There  seems  to  be  a  growing  tendency  on  the  part  of  bureau  employees  toward  a 
preference  for  the  hire  of  automobiles  instead  of  livery  rigs.  The  hire  of  automobiles 
in  quite  a  number  of  instances  is  viewed  by  the  bureau  with  considerable  uncertainty 
from  the  standpoint  of  necessity  and  economy.  To  make  sure  hereafter  that  their 
use  is  necessary  and  more  economical,  all  things  considered,  the  following  instiiic- 
tious  are  issued  covering  their  hire  in  the  future : 

1.  The  occasional  hire  of  automobiles  will  be  allowed  only  when  their  use  is  abso- 
lutely necessary  imder  the  conditions  indicated  below  and  when  a  signed  statement 
approved  by  the  inspector  in  charge  is  attached  to  the  reimbursement  account  briefly 
but  clearly  setting  forth  at  least  one  of  these  conditions  and  the  reasons  therefor  coA'er- 
ing  each  hire,  \dz: 

(a)  That  a  livery  rig  was  not  obtainable,  stating  why  briefly  and  clearly. 

(6)  That  the  bureau's  business  could  not  wait  for  a  slower  conveyance  or  for  the 
scheduled  departure  of  a  train,  briefly  stating  in  detail  the  reasons. 

(c)  That  in  the  territory  traveled  there  was  a  sa^^ng  in  subsistence  expense  and  val- 
uable time,  stating  in  brief  detail  how  the  saving  was  made.  In  this  connection  it 
should  be  understood  that  in  comparing  the  expense  of  an  automobile  with  that  of  a 
livery  rig  the  saving  of  unimportant  time  or  time  for  the  convenience  of  the  employee 
will  not  be  considered. 

2.  The  continuous  or  frequent  use  of  an  automobile,  whether  by  inspectors  in  charge 
or  employees  under  their  superAdsion,  to  make  trips  out  frorii  their  official  stations  or 
from  a  temporary  headquarters  will  not  be  allowed  unless  the  former  has  permission 
from  the  bureau  so  to  use  one  after  he  has  submitted  lowest  obtainable  rates  secured 
through  competition,  and  the  employee  has  obtained  the  permission  of  the  inspector 
in  charge  to  use  an  automobile  after  submitting  to  him  a  rei)ort  of  his  efforts  to  secure 
the  lowest  obtainable  rates  through  competition.  In  each  case  a  copy  of  the  letter 
granting  permission  for  such  use  of  an  automobile  will  be  attached  to  each  accoimt, 
whether  submitted  on  a  Form  5  or  Form  4  reimbursement  voucher. 
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3.  Subvouchers  (4a)  covering  automobile  hire  accompanying  reimbursement 
accoimts  and  bills  (Form  5)  of  automobile  o'w'ners  must  show  whether  a  two,  fom-,  five, 
or  seA'en  passenger  car  was  used  and  whether  the  serAdces  of  a  chauffeur  were  furnished. 
The  subvouchers  must  indicate  the  beginning  and  ending  hours  of  hire,  places  visited, 
distances  traveled,  and  the  rate  per  mile  or  hour.  Forms  5  submitted  by  automobile 
owners  for  direct  settlement  from  Washington  must  indicate  the  beginning  and  ending 
hoius  of  hii'e,  distances  traveled,  and  the  rate  i>er  mile  or  hour.  These  forms  must 
be  forwarded  with  reimbursement  accoimts  seciu-ely  fastened  to  them,  supported  by 
Form  T-55  in  duplicate,  in  order  that  the  ser^dce  of  the  automobile  may  be  checked 
with  other  expenses  incident  to  the  travel  performed.  Automobile  owners  rendering 
their  bills  on  Form  5  for  payment  direct  from  Washington  should  be  requii-ed  to  render 
a  separate  bill  for  each  employee  to  whom  automobile  serAT.ce  has  been  fiuTiished. 
The  employee  should  certify  the  bill  and  forward  it  to  his  inspector  in  charge  for 
approval  at  the  same  time  and  in  the  same  manner  that  reimbursement  accoimts  are 
approA'ed. 

The  foregoing  instructions  apply  only  to  the  hire  of  privately  owned  automobiles. 
They  do  not  apply  to  those  owned  by  employees  who  are  duly  commissioned  and 
authorized  to  use  their  own  machines  in  official  work. 


LEAVE  OP  ABSENCE  FOR  MILITIA  SERVICE. 

Inspectors  in  charge  are  informed  that  department  employees  may  be  given  per- 
mission to  attend  militia  encampments,  but  such  absence  must  be  charged  to  annual 
leave  or  to  leave  without  pay,  except  in  the  case  of  the  National  Guard  of  the  Dis- 
trict of  Columbia.  The  provision  allowing  employees  of  the  Government  to  attend 
National  Guard  encampments  without  being  charged  with  leave  therefor  applies 
onlv  to  members  of  the  National  Guard  of  the  District  of  Columbia. 


PUBLICATIONS  IN  AUGUST. 

[The  Bureau  keeps  no  mailing  list  for  sending  publications  to  individual  employees,  but  publications 
are  sent  in  bulk  to  inspectors  in  charge  for  distribution  to  members  of  their  forces.  The  number  of  copies 
varies  with  the  subject  or  nature  of  the  publication  and  the  number  and  class  of  employees.  For  example, 
in  the  case  of  a  publication  on  a  veterinary  subject,  sufficient  copies  are  sent  for  the  veterinarians.
